The first excitement developed about 1 
o'clock when Culver, who was one of the

Boys Elude the Police. 
Barly in the afternoon a large car carrying 
four lively boys came spinning along, and 
they executed a clever escape, Much to the 
chagrin of the police. After coming down 
the course at twenty-two miles an hour, the 
boys discovered they were about to be 
„ pinched. Hastily backing their car, which 
-bore the number 11,063, they made a quick | 
turn and sped down a side street just as a 
policeman, supposed to be Moor, arrived help- 
lessly on the scene. 
The policeman shouted to the boys to stop, 
but they did not even turn their heads. Then 
it was that the policeman, it la said, drew 
his trusty revolver and shot, for the second 
time in Glencoe’s campaign.

The boys simply 
turned on the speed clutch and soon shot 
out of sight—anhd range. 


Orders to Halt Ignored.

Just as he was starting to 
leap, and when his club was all but de- 
scending on the heads of Suleberger and his 
friend, the machine was brought to a full 


stop.

The Thomas car re- 
cetves an allowance of fifteen days for its 
journey from Seattle to Alaska and back. 

In order to win the race the Protos had 
therefore to lead the Thomas into Paris by 
thirty days, so that the American car is 
practically certain of victory. Indeed, if the 
Zust could arrive bere within the next fort- 
night, it would secure second place, since it 
gained fifteen days’ advantage over the Ger- 
mans in America. There would seem, how- 
ever, very little chance of the Italians mak- 
ing any such remarkable time on the road, 
as they were last reported at Tomek five 
days ago with over 5,000 miles still to travel.

William Jennings Bryan arranged yester- 
day for an “ advisory committee for the 
prosecution of his national campaign. This 
advisory committee as well as a campaign 
finance committee, will be composed of per- 
sons not members of the national committee. 
This decision was reached by Mr. Bryan at 
the Auditorium Annex and the announce- 
mert was made before he departed for Ne- 
braska in the evening. 

The finance committee—and the need for 
K—1 easily understood. A re- 
quires money and party patriots who are 
willing to accept the hard job of raising it are 
welcome to any national committee. They 
cannot possibly do any harm and they may 
do a lot of good. 


Ridder to Aid Watterson. 


Besides these two organizations there will 
be the publicity committee, of which my we 
Wat terson of Kentucky hes already bee 
selected as chairman. This body will be en- 
tirely an honorary assembly. Herman Rid- 
der of the New York Staate Zeitung was 
during the day put on the committee, and 
editors of other newepapers will be added 
they signify their intention of supporting 
the Bryan cause.

It is understood it will be almost 
entirely made up of men who have standing 
in the business and commercial world, with 
the idea of impressing the business com- 
munity that this is not a ‘campeign against 
capital. and Mr. Bryan is not the socialist 
some people believe him to be. 

Mr. Lamb is a lawyer—one of the kind 
who in the ordinary vocabulary of Mr. 
Bryan and his followers wouid be referred 
to as “a corporation lawyer *’—but the fact 
that he numbers railroads and other cor- 
porations among his clients does not bar him 
now. In fact, prominent business men 
are welcome to the Bryan camp at this time. 
The line, however, is still drawn at persons 
connected with the Standard Oil company 
or J. P. Morgan. 


Moral Effect Is Expected. 


The work of this advisory committee is 
expected to have a moral effect on the coun- 
try.

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1GE BOX IS DEVISED FOR POOR 


Can Be Made at a Cost of. from 
Quarter to Half a Dollar. 


2 CENTS A DAY TO OPERATE. 


Refrigerator Described in Bulletin Is- 
sued by Health Department. 


An ice box has been devised at last which 
ie within the reach of the poorest families. 
Many cases of infant mortality in the con- 
gested districts are caused by mothers feed- 
ing their babies soured milk. The home 
made ice box will fill a long felt want of those 
who are too poor to buy a refrigerator. It 
can be made at a cost of less than 50,cents, 
and bottled milk can be kept sweet in it for 
forty hours with the use of lese than 5 cents 
worth of ice. 

A description of the home made refriger- 
ator was given in the latest issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical associa- 
tion, together with the accompanying picture 
showing how ft is to be constructed. The ice 
box has the unqualified indorsement of the 
city health department. 
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{ Vertical section of home made milk refrigerator: 
g. sawdust; T. cylinder of tin or galvanized iron; 
C, can or pail, in which is placed the milk bottle M. 
surrounded by broken ice, 1; N, newspapers nailed 
to lud of case.) 

How the Ice Box Is Constructed. 


The bulletin of the health department for 
the week ended last Saturday describes the 
refrigerator as follows: 

“Any person can make one at a cost of 
from 25 to bo cents. An ordinary wooden box, 
18x18 inches, with a depth of 11% inches, 
can be obtained from your grocer. In the 
bottom of the box place a substantial layer 
of sawdust, On this set a tin pail or can, 8 
inches in diameter and high enough to hold 
a quart bottle of milk. Care should be taken 
that the pall rests on sawdust—not on the 
wood bottom of the box. 

„ Around the pail place a cylinder of tin, a 
little larger than the pail, then pack sawdust 
about the cylinder—not between pall and 
cylinder—up to top of the cylinder. Under 
the cover of the box nail about fifty layers of 
newspaper. Set the milk bottle in the pall 
and pack broken ice about the bottle 


Costs Two Cents a Day to Operate. 

A refrigerator of this description will hold 
two quart bottles of milk, or four eight 
ounce feeding bottles. It can be operated 
for about 2 cents per day. To prevent rust- 
ing, a little soda may be placed in the can 
each day. 

“he health department, recommends the 
use of am ice box of the kind described. The 
little expense involved is nothing as com- 
pared with the cost of sickness and death.” 


Bulletin Points Out Need. 


The need of such à method of keeping 
milk from souring ts shown in the following 
excerpt from the health department bul- 
betin: 

“The corps of physicians now engaged in 
instructing mothers bow to feed and care 
for babies during hot weather have visited 
2.200 homes since the work began last Men- 
day. Parents are eager to get the informa- 
tion which means health and life to their 
üttle ones. The inadility of many to keep 
the milk gweet after it is delivered to them 
is one of the many culties encountered. 
The milk ip usually good, but the 
lack of an ice box with kee prevents the 
mother from keeping the milk sweet until 
the next delivery.

MYSTERY OF STAMM MURDER 
MAY BE SOLVED BY OLD WELL. 


Officers Expect to Find Bodies of Miss- 
ing fons of Father Who Denies 
Crime Buried Near Farmhouse. 


Chester, III., July 26.—[{Special.}—William 
Stamm. the accused murderer of his two sons 
at Modoc. III., sixteen miles north of this 
city, ie still a prisoner in the county jail. 
Sheriff Burns and his deputies believe within 
a day or two they will have conclusive evi- 


dence of his guilt. 

Deputies are at work upon clews gathered 
about the scene of the alleged crime, and 
today Sheriff Burns received information 
that a party engaged in excavating an old 
well which was filled about the time of the 
disappearance of Charles Stamm last May 
had been compelled to stop the work after 
going to a depth of several feet because of the 
overpowering odor. It ss believed that in 
this well the remains of the missing young 
men will be uncovered within the next two 
days. 

Stamm maintains a stolid petiounee: insist- 
ing stoutly that he knows nothing of the 
whereabouts of his sons. However, Sheriff 
Burne has extorted from him a number of 
statements Which are conflicting and deepen 
the suspicion against him. Stamm's two 
daughters also refuse to divulge anything, 
although at one time one of them volun- 
teered to point out the burial place of her 
brothers, but after going to the rear of the 
barn on the premises suddenly changed her 
mind and refusea to proceed. This was in 
the direction of the old well which is being 
explored. 

Since Stamm's arrest last Thursday rumors 
have been circulated alleging that he treated 
the members of his family with great cruelty, 
which many allege to be the cause of the 
insanity of his wife and daughter, the former 
still being an inmate of the asylum at Anna. 
The sons are said to have been held in subjec- 
tion, and were ignorant and dimdent beyond 
the comprehension of any person who has 
lived in a civilised community. 

story is related that but a short time 
before the disappearance of Charles Stamm 
he visited Modoc with a neighbor. The neigh- 
bor entered a saloon, Süd mm following as far 
as the door, where he staged with hat in hand 
until the return of his companion, believing 
that che place was @ church. Modoc js but 
three miles from the home in which he had 
lived for many years. 

Although Stamm is not a poor man, his 
home is but a hut, lacking in even the necess!- 
ties of life, and the members of his family 
have not been accustomed to wear shoes or 
comfortable articles of wearing apparel. In 
view of the fact that Sheriff Burns found in 
a trunk in the home after the arrest of Stamm 
money and papers to the value of nearly

Cheer and Praise Formerly Despised 
Autoerat and Listen to Minister, 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
CONSTANTINOPLE, July 26.—-Popular 
demonstrations over the constitutional re- 
forms granted by the sultan gave the Turk- 
ish capital a strangely occidental appear- 
ance today, It is thought the subjects of the 
‘porte are just beginning to realise their new

At the sultan's residence they waved flags, 
chanted prayers invoking the biessing of 
Allah upon his majesty, and acclaiming the 
sultan’s name. The grand vizier and other 
ministers appeared on the palace terrate, 
and the minister of war, on beheif of the 
sultan, thanked the people for their loyalty 
and devotion. The speech was received with 
renewed enthusiasm. Those nearest the 
eninister struggled to kiss his hand, while the 
sultan’s band, which wae posted on the ter- 
race, played the nationalanthem. The whole 
spectacie was strange to Europeans here, 
who never witnessed such a demonstration in 
Constantinople. 


Amnesty to Political Offenders, 


The sultan has proclaimed general am- 
nesty to political prisoners and many of 
them already have been released. Another 
irade abolishes eapionage. Special editions 
of the afternoon newspapers contain a re- 
script from the Yildis kiosk declaring the 
pleasure the sultan experiences at being able 
to apply the constitution, which cireum- 
stances heretofore prevailing prevented. He 
appeals to the people to cobperate with 
parliament and to help the government and 
himself, and adde his thanks for the popular 
expressions of loyalty. 

Reforms Newly Granted. 


The newspapers, which are delighted with 
their newly conferred freedom, eulogisze the 
sultan in every edition and print articles 
explaining: the constitution. The principal 
points of the new constitution granted by 
the sultan are: 

Personal liberty; no punishment without 
triak; religious t8leration; a free press; equal- 
ity of all. Ottoman subjects; security of prop- 
erty; inviolability of domicile and abolition 
of torture. 

The general assembly will consist of two 
chambers, the senators, to be chosen by the 
sultan for distinguished services to the state; 
the deputies, to be elected in the proportion 
of one for each 50,000 inhabitants. 


Army Corps Still Active. 

No date has yet been fixed fer the con- 
vocation of a parlament, and it is unknown 
whether those who have been involved in re- 
cent mutinies are included in the amnesty.

THE OWNER’S RESPONSIBILITY. 


Is the owner of property responsible 
for what takes place in it? The ques 


tion is often presented in matters of mor: 


als. The good people of a particular sec- 
tion of the city rise in indignation to 
protest against evil. There is lively agi- 
tation. Undesirables are ordered to move 
out: Then some one declares that there 
would be surprising revelations if the 
names of the owners of the buildings 
involved were to be published. 

It happens so often in the course of a 
few years that, even if there is ho reve- 
lation of the sort proposed, there is a 
that 
some property owners are not overwatch- 
ful. As long as the rent checks are 
turned in promptly by agent or tenant 
they are satisfied with the situation. As 
a rule this question of responsibility is 
raised in connection with places where 
immorality. dominates. 

Another aspect of the same problem Is 
indicated by the health officers who have 
been making a house to house canvass 
to save the lives of babies during the hot 
summer weather. In a large number of 
cases they have found insanitary condi- 
tions. The tenants report that they have 
made complaint. But owners or agents 
have refused to epend the money to rem- 
edy these defects. 

The list of grievances includes faulty 
drainage, defective plumbing, dampness 
of basements, poor ventilating and light- 
ing, overcrowding, and other violations 
of the regulations of the health depart- 
ment. It is quite likely that the poor 
tenants must share some of the blame. 
They may be ignorant or careless. It is 
certain that in many other instances the 
evil conditions are allowed to exist with 
full knowledge of renting agent if not 
that of owner. 

Such a report as the health inspectors 
make brings the question home once 
more. What is the responsibility of the 
owner? It is hard to resist the convic- 
tion that the right amswer cannot be 
found in skirking.

There can be no 
possible hesitancy between such a man 
and a man like Pemberton. The Thirty- 
fourth district owes it to itself and to 
the state to send him in place of the 
misrepresentative they have so long en- 
dured. 

Against Berry in the Thirty-second is 
Philip E. Eiting of Macomb, an attorney 
and a citizen of unimpeached character. 
His canvass is being made on advanced 
grounds of political policy and the in- 
dorsements from reliable sources indicate 
that he will keep his preélection pledges 
in letter and spirit. 

Against Evans is Thomas B. Stewart, 
president of the First National bank ot 
Aurora.

A PEACEFUL FRONTIER. 

There is one paragraph in the Quebec 
address of Vice President Fairbanks 
which deserves a wide circulatjon.

Of course there ig not one word of truth 
in the rumor. For Bavaria, Saxony, Würtem- 
berg, and other sovereign states of the Ger- 
man empire claim as much right of propri- 
etorship in Alsace-Lorraine as Prussia, and 
insist that the fact its official designa- 
tion is Reichsland shows that it belongs 
to the empire as a whole, and not to any 
unit thereof. Moreover, the addition of a 
new independent state to those included in 
the federation, especially under the rule of a 
Prussian prince, would still further augment 
the predominance of Prussia in the federal 
council and proportionately diminish the 
power of the other states, which would not 
be tolerated by them for one moment. All 
this is being discussed with a considerabie 
amount of acrimony in Germany, and a 
good deal of bad blood has been engendered.

Just at the present moment, when aertai 
navigation is coming in for so much attention 
on the part of the public, it may be of in- 
terest to state that a curious discovery was 
made the other day at the vatican. In going 
through the contents of some old rooms on 
the upper stories, where odds and ends had 
been accumulating for a couple of centuries, 


what was at first believed to be a huge roll | 


of silk was brought to light and on being ex- 
amined ft was ascertained by means of tags 
that it was one of the balloons which were. 
gent up in Paris on April 2, 1804, at the mo- 
ment in which Pius VIL was presiding at 
the coronation of Napoleon I. in Notre Dame. 
According to the tag the balloon, carried by 
a strong wind, traveled with great velocity, 
falling twenty-two hours later at Anguillara 
Sdbazia, in Italy. This information was sub- 
sequently confirmed at Anguillara Sabazia, 
where it was found that a marble tablet stin 
in existence had been set up in 1804 to com- 
memorate the arrival of the balloon and its 
wonderful flight. The balloon was taken to 
Rome and deposited in the Apostolic palace, 
where for some years it was an object of 
much curiosity. Then it was put away for 
gafety and, as usual, forgotten.

He Praises League Which 
Hopes to End Wars by 
Enlarging Powers. 


SEEKS UNION OF NATIONS. 


Another Body Sees Trouble Rout- 
ed by Joining All Coun- 
| tries in One. 


New York, July 26.—President Roosevek 
hes accepted the honorary presidency of the 
Peace and Arbitration league, which is the 
outgrowth of the North Carolina congress 
and which has as ite objective adequate arm 
ament and effective arbitration. 

President Roosevelt's letter accepting the 
honorary presidency was made public to- 
day by Hayne Davis, former president of 
the league. It follows in part 

“My dear Mr. Davis: I am in receipt of 
your letter inclosing notice of my election 
ae first honorary president of the peace 
league and gladly accept; for I most em- 
phatically believe the whole American peo- 
ple should subscribe to what you call your 
practical program for peace’; that ia, to the 
doctrine that we should provide adequate 
armament to protect us against all aggres- 
sion; and at the same time strive for the 
effective arbitration of any and all disputes 
that may arise between us and foreign pow- 
ers where it is possible to submit to arbitra- 
tion. THEODORE Room.“ 


. McCreary Talks of Action. 

Genator James B. McCreary of Kentucky 
is the active president of the league. Com- 
menting on the president’s letter, Senator 
MoCreary said today: 

The importance of the president's action 
in unqualifiedly associating himself with the 
peace league and with its program ie mani- 
fest. The full significance of hie act, how- 
ever, depends upon viewing it in the light 
of the fact that the Anglo-French form for 
arbitration treaties, which has been the most 
popular in Burope heretofore, reserves, 
among other things, all questions affecting 
the vital interests of the contracting powers. 

The president now has thrown his influ- 
ence on the side of those Americans who de- 
mand that all governments expressly recog- 
mize and agree to respect the most vitel 
rights of nations—that is, their territory and 
sovereignty—and at the same time provide 
for the arbitration c: all other questions, 
upon this guaranty, as a safe foundation 
for international justice. , 

“The approaching North Carolina peace 
congress will take place at Greensboro, Oct. 
11-16, at which time that efty will be cele- 
brating its centennial. This will be the frst 
peace congress in America at which the ad- 
vocates of national armament and interna- 
tional arbitration sit by. side on the 
same platform as mut y tkelpful expo 
pents of the corelative and inseparable agen- 
cles for securing peace and justice in the in- 
ternationa!] realm.“ N 


Seek to Unite All Nations. 


Announcement also was made of the plans 
ef the League of Peace, another organiza- 
tion, which proposes to unite the eighty na- 
tions of the world, as are the states of the 
American union. The nations will be pledged 
to universal peace and international arbitra- 
tion, with the permanent international] court 
at The Hague as the judiciary department, 
the interpariiamentary union, composed of 
an the members of all the national periia- 
ments of the world, as the legislative de- 

artment, and a world executive with the 

tiie of the peacemaker. 

An electoral college made up of about 100, - 
000 of the intellectual leaders of the world ts 
to choose the peacemaker, the ballot bei 
taken by mail, and the same to be opened, 
counted, and confirmed by the first full ses- 
gion of the united parliaments, following the 
coming interpariiamentary union in Berlin 
next September.

Meve the ¢hoice for the world’s peacemaker 
will. rest between Andrew Carnegia, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, King Edward of England, 
and Emperor William of Germany.

While at time ruling at about le over the 
finish of the previous Saturday, final prices 
of the week represented slight declines, the 
eurrent month showing no change. 
Rains Relieve the Northwest. 
Hot, dry weather northwest early in the 
period aroused bulls to considerable en- 
deavor, their buying prompting shorts to a 
covering. Subsequen 


plaints coming from North Dakota and parts 
of Minnesota, but the general trend of mee- 
sages indicated that the plant was doing 
well in important sections. Almost every- 
thing in the way of news from the Canadian 
northwest favored market pessimists, men 
recognized for reliability and conservatism 
noting the prospect of a bumper yield of 
good quality grain. 

Harvesting in winter wheat territory pro- 
gressed rapidiy, with, reports generally fa- 
vorable. Some of the southwest, 
however, reported returns disappointing both 
és to quantity and quality. The week's pri- 


ances in the country as surprisingly light. 
Conservative interests are calculating upon 
continued heaviness of the general winter 
wheat movement, and they figure that such 
a movement will go far toward offsetting 
anything but sensational crop developments 
in the northwest. 


Export Workings Are Large.

Foreign 
martes were erratic, with trade on the qui 
vive. Argentine crop news was more favor- 
able, although exports from that country 
were comparatively light. Russia continued 
to send in much alarming news, and its ex- 
ports were light, as were the shipments from 
India and Austrelasia. 


Maize Displays Strong Tone. 

Unt] something more definite is known of 
spring wheat conditions, it ig not likely that 
getieral trade will be more than a profes- 
sional scalping affair, although commission 
houses say outsiders are on the waiting list, 
disposed to get into action on any material 
change in the situation. 
The general undertone to last week's corn 
market was strong, nearby deliveries ascend- 
ing to new high levels for the crop year. The 
lightmess of stocks in all directions and « 
broadening of the cash demand went far to- 
ward offsetting the effects of more favorable 
weather and rapid advancement of the crop. 
“ Present general scarcity,” said a leading 
eorn trader, “is ome of the main points in 
the bullish argument. The lightness of stocks 
is not local, but country wide, and the mod- 
erate atrivals are quickly grabbed up by 
current requirements. The crop still has 
plenty of chance to encounter vicissitudes 
that might changé the entire complexion of 
a situation that at the moment appears to be 
bearish. Future plenty is probiematical, 
while present scarcity is a fact of utmost Im- 
portance. Prices are high, it is true, but con- 
ditions do not seem to me to warrant any 
material recession at this 


Big Slump in Oats. 

The feature of the week's cate market was 
@ sensational break in current month and 
cash grain in the final session. Prices sank Gc 
in some instances long grain hurled 
into the pit from all directions, the weight of 
this selling being accentuated by smart pres- 
suré from more confident shorts. The princi- 
pal cause of the big break was the heavy of- 
ferings of new crop grain and the prospect 
of continued generous movement in the near 
future. There was the usual quota of unfa- 
vorable crop advices, but the general situa- 
tion showed improvement. Southern Illinois 
has sent in mixed reports as to harvesting re- 
turns, as have parts of Indiana, but in many 


expected a short time ago. The grain is 
heading out nicely in sections that reported 
backwardness, and the outlook in the north- 
west ts said to be exceptionally good. Week 
end quotations showed % lower for the cur- 
rent month, old; 1%c higher for new July, 
10% up September, which the country showed 
more disposition to sell on the harder spots; 
%c firmer for December, and 4c up for May.

COREAN ASSASSIN TO BE TRIED. | 


Slayer of Durham W. Stevens to An- 
wor for Crime in San Fran- 
cisco, | 


San Francisco, Cal., July 26.—Whan Chang, 
Corean who on March 28 shot and 


Accompanied by the Japanese consul 
general, the diplomat had arrived at the 
ferry in an automobile on his way to take a 
train for the east. Chang Chun and, it ts be- 
lieved, two other Coreans, who have never 
been apprehended, lay in wait for Mr. 
Stevens and as he alighted from the auto- 
mobile eat the ferry one of the Coreans 
walked up and struck him a vicious blow in 
the face. Mr. Stevens started in pursuit of 
his assailant, when Chang, who held a re- 
volver in his hand covered by a handkerchief, 
began firing. His first shot struck Chun, his 
associate, and seriously wounded him. 

Two other shots were fired, both striking 
Mr. Stevens. Japanese Consul Genera! 
Koike placed Stevens in an ambulance and 
rushed him to the harbor emergency hospital. 
Subsequently he was taken to the San Fran- 
cisco hospitai, where he died three days later. 


BUND CONDEMNS PROHIBITION. 


Northwestern German Organization 
Elects President and Decides to 
Meet Next in Omaha. 


La Crosse, Wis., July 26.—{Special. Otto 
W. Rowland was today elected president of 
the Northwestern siingerbund to succeed 
Theodore H. Behrens of Chicago, resigned. 
The next convention was unamimousty 
awarded to Omaha. After the election the 
bund in strong language condemmed prohi- 
bition as opposed to personal Hberty and the 
declaration of independence.
